AN ORDINANCE
To Create a Loan for a House of Correction.
Sectiom 1. The Select and Common Councils
of the City of Philadelphia do ordain, That the
Mayor of Philadelphia be and he is hereby
authorized to borrow, at not less than par, on
the credit of the clity, from time to time, for a
House of Correction, five hundred thousand
dollars, for which Interest, not to exceed the
rate of six per cent. per annum, shall be paid
half yearly on the L dnfs of January and
July, at the office of the City Treasurer. The
prineipal of said loan shall be payable and paid
al the expiration of thirty years from the dale
of the same, and not before, without the consent
